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Nature of the Spiritual life. —

Was the Lord’s body an exception in these 
particulars‘ It would seem not. ‘The Old 
and New Testaments, embracing-a period of 
some thousands of years, from the creation of

REMARKS RY CHURCH, 


It is by no means displeasing to us that this 
writer should draw public attention to what 
seems to him the resemblance—and to us the 
contrast—between the recent and the Biblical | 
disclosures of the future world. A few words 
upon the subject will not be thrown away, 
though the effort to indicate, in a few words, 
characteristics so marked and various, is a 
somewhat difficult one. 

This gentleman seems then to consider, that 
in the era of the Old ‘Testament “ direct com- 
municatious were frequent between the spiritu- 
al world and mankind.” ‘This remark is evi- 
dently designed to justify the daily commun- 
ion of all sorts of modern pretenders with the 
unseen world. The fact is, however, precisely 
the reverse, Such communications, instead of 
being frequent, were rare in the extreme, and 
had accordingly all the character of surprise 
and awe which belongs to the most unusual 
and remarkable occurrences. “ Like angels’ 
visits, few and far between” expresses their true 
character in this respect. ‘There is no state- 
ment in the Scripture from which it can be 
argued that more than two or three persons in 
an age wert blessedywith such disclosures ; 
and this, too, at a. period when such direct 
manifestations constituted God’s only disclo- 
sure of his will to men. We have no reason 
to suppose that any but Noah held intercourse 
with heaven during the hundred and twenty 
years that the ark was building. Afterwards 
there was no indication of such a manifestation, 
during many centuries, till the time of Abra- 
ham; and there is none suggested in the inter- 
val between Joseph’s death and the calling of 
Moses—a period approaching 150 years, 

Aud who else than Samuel and Elijah, and 
Elisha, possessed their familiar intercourse with 
heaven, during their days! Nay, such com- 
munications were ever the rarest and most prec- 
ious of God’s gilts to men. ‘The soul, enlight- 
ened by them, became an instructor to all man. 
kind ; the age, enriched by them, became mem. 
orable in human history. The idea that such 
disclosures as those which God vouchsafed to 
Abraham, and Lot, and Jaeob, were the ordin- 
ary course of affairs in those days, and that 
thoge patriarchs were something kindred to 
modern “mediums,” is utterly repugnant to 
the Scriptural representation. 

And, further than this, those communications 
had always some elevated and wortliy design. 
They were rare, because the changes in God’s 
discipline of mankind were but few,—because 
it was seldom that a new truth was vouchsafed 
to human faith, But when such a work was 
to be done—when any new dispensation was 
to be introduced, or a new era constituted, 
then heaven was opened,—then angelic mes- 
sengers traversed the void. When an aban- 
doned race were to be swept from the face of 
the earth, God spake to Noah; when a church 
was to be constituted in a single tamily of men, 
Giod called Abraham; when a_ guilty and 
shameless city was to be overwhelmed with 
heaven’s most signal judgment, the dread 
calamity was announced to God’s chosen few ; 
when the infant church was to expand into a 
nation and be blessed with new intimations of 
a coming Redeemer, “the Lord talked with 
Moses as a man talketh with his friend.” 

But what great end do these empty mani- 
festations serve! ‘They offer no new disclo- 


to the revealed word; they give us no third 
testament richer and more glorious than the 
preceding. . They supply no general and grand 
want of humanity,—give no insight into the 
future fortunes of the church,—make no inti- 
mations of God’s designs in this era of change. 
They are on all general grounds destitute of 
the smallest claim to self respect. 

Nay, the discrepancy is greater than this; 
greater than these deluded advocates of the

But beyond the fact that these prophecies 
are of so meager an interest, and of so ¢ pri- 
yate an interpretation,’ they present a striking 
contrast to all the Biblical delineations of the 
future world in the very specific character of 
the de{ails which they present, respecting the 
fate of individual souls. No one cau read the 
Seripture without feeling how solemn and aw- 
ful an interest gathers about the state of the 
dead, and how utterly averse inspiration has 
ever been to any specific disclosures on the 
subject. No prophet’s ear heard messages of 
afiection from departed friends; no seer dis- 
covered amid his visions the countenances of 
those he had loved. Never did an iuspired 
man fall so far below the dignity of his high 
office, as to attempt to win sympathy or ac- 
ceptauce by any such means. But in these

The following graphic description is taken 
from a work lately issued in England, by Rev. 
John Aiton, D. D., entitled, “The Lands of 
the Messiah, Mohammed, and the Pope.” Mr. 
Aiton, after twice fainting during the ascent, 
with the help of his Arab guides reached the 
fearful summit of the pyramid, six hundred feet 
above the level of the surrounding plain, and 
surveyed the magnificent prospect which there 
met his wondering and admiring gaze.

Mazsuriep, S@hbath Eve., Oct. 24th, 1852. 
My,Editor : tothis place under an ap- 
poifitment to preach last evening. A steamertook 
us from “Boston to Hingham, from whence we 
were brought on eighteen miles by stage. Op 
reaching the house of the Clergyman I learned 
that Mr. Webster was still living, but that all 


hopes of his recovery were abandoned. This 
moyning while at breakfast, the striking of the 


bell ‘(you remember our New England Cus- 
tom) announced that some person had died in 
the neighborhood, but as others were sick we 
did ‘not know who, till the seventy strokes ol 
the bell announced that our great Statesman 
was ho more. He died this morning a few mi- 
nutes before 3 o'clock. This isa very rctired 
place, partaking little of the growth and pro- 
gress now so common. The church here is 
the 4th formed in New England, but two cen- 
turies have added few to its numbers. The 
people living by themselves preserve the ap- 
pearance of the past more perfectly than most 
vther purtiors of the State. The peculiar ex- 
citement which this event will occasion through 
the country is not apparent here. They have 
known. their illustriuos fellow-citizen not as a 
great man butas a neighbor and friend. They 
hayes ecn him jn the holiday hours of life when 
the Statesman was merged in the famer and as- 
sociate. They have enjoyed his intimacy, have 
experienced his kindness, and with a grief deep 
and sincere they mourn the loss of afriend. In 
carrying on his extensive agricultural opera- 
tions he has employed as overseers his imme- 
diate neighbors, and his habits of intercourse 
has greatly endeared him to them all. He was 
generous in his dealings, and the sick and the 
poor ever received his sympathy and aid, I 
is beautiful to witness the spontancous and 
heart-felt gricf exhibited by those who have 
been in this way associated with him. 

It is now I believe about 20 years’ since Mr. 
Webster came to this place. He originally 
purchased the Farm occupied by the first Gov. 
Winslow as carly as 1632. Other tracts have 
been added till the farm now comprises 1800 
acres. It is made up of marsh, meadow, and 
upland, cultivation has made much of it fertile, 
while other portions are fair specimens of the 
hard rough headlands that distinguish our 
coast. In itsextent and beauty and variety it 
resembles not a little its late owner. 


On my way this noon to preach in a neigh- 
boring town I passed by the late residence of 
Mr. Webster. It is a venerable pile. The 
original house having received several addi- 
tions which give it a unique and altogether 
pleasing appearance. An _ extensive lawn 
spreads: out before the house while the marsh 
presses on the rear. Before reaching the house

It com- 
f ands a view of the place so dear to him, and 
b-yond its broad acres the eye rests upon the 
ean. The marble shaft that affection and 
rspect shall sear over his resting place will 
te seen by the myriads that are wafted along 
our coast. As I rode by the house to-day every 
thing seemed in keeping with the sadness of 
the occasion. The leaves were falling from 
the trees. The air was clear and chill, and 
there was that stillness so peculiar to this sea- 
on of the year, broken only by the distant 
inoaning of the sea. 


The newspapers will give you some idea of 
the feeling of sadness that pervades our com. 
munity, and on this subject I shall say nothing. 
[ have been pleased to notice in the few arti 
eles called out by his sickness, that prominent 
reference is made to the religious sentiments 
ef Mr. Webster. His knowledge of the Scrip- 
jares and his reverence for them, his testimony 
tb the importance of religion so freely and so 
earnestly given, all these affection carefully 
garners up. Men not careful to exhibit the 
power of religion in their lives, dwell with plea- 
yure,on every proof offorded by-our great States- 
mun that he was a sincere believer. This is 
ever placed prominent in the catalogue of his 
excellencies. Vast as in the estimation of all 
was his power. matchless as was his.eloquence, 
his admirers feel that they can successfully 
claim for their favorite the lasting admiration 
of the world only so far as they can show that 
‘his life was regulated by religious principle, that 
his great powcrs were consccratcd tothe cause 
of truth and virtue. This is most natural.— 
The very instincts of our nature confirm the 
declaration of inspired truth. “The just shall

But [ pass from these matters to speak of 
America’s sorrow, the death of 
stern. I have hardly ever known—I think I 
have neyer known—so profound a sensation 
produced by the death of a public man. For 
intellectual strength, Webster had reared him- 
self in the mind of Americans into a colossal 
bulk above all living men; and when, from his 
country residence in Marshiield, on the 24th 
day of October, at twenty minutes before tarce 
inthe merning, the news of his death went 
forth, darting on telegraphic wires to all parts 
of the land, each felt as if a huge pile had fallen 
by his side. Men felt the shock and paused as 
ifa pillar of the earth had fallen. There is 


| something solemn, when a man of such mental 


vastness yiclds to the blast of disease, is un- 
rooted, and plunging down to the earth, rocks 
the whole population to and fro by the currents 
excited by the fall. The public mind still 
sways, and it will take a long time for it to set- 
tle down calmly over the chasm made by the 
prostration of Webster. 


Daniel Webster’s was 4 mind that knew no 
narrowness. Breadth was the character of his 
statesmanship. He could not be a local politi- 
cian. His proportions jutted over all narrow 
bounds, and spanned the country. His diplo- 
macy was Catholic and large. His orations 
and speeches all had a great soul in them.— 
And it 8 interesting to see how such a mind 
interested itself in relation to the subject of re- 
iigion. Soon after he commenced the practice 
of the law, he joined an Orthodox Church in 
Portsmouth, N. H., and continued in that faith 
and communion, so far as church connection 
at least goes, till death. He ever manifested 
the highest reverence for things sacred; and 
when it was not called for, he often took pains 
to speak highly of the bible, religion, and its 
ministers. His mind swung out into the re- 
gions of the religious and the divine. It was 
too large to be undevout. He might shrink 
from living according to his convictions; but 
such a soul by very bulk stretched out where 
the light of heaven shone upon it. His deep 
eye looked into the eternal depths. Hence he 
could bear no trifling with religious truth on 
the part of the preacher. He says, “many minis- 
ters of the present day take their text from St. 
Paul, and preach from the newspapers. When 
they do so, I prefer to enjoy my own thoughts 
rather than listen. I want my pastor to come 
to me inthe spirit of the gospel, saying, you 
are mortal: your probation is brief: your 
work must be done speedily. You are immor- 
fai,too. You are hastening to the bar of God; 
the Judge standeth at the door. When lam 
thus admonished, I have no disposition to muse 
or sleep.” Again he says, “When I attend 
upon the preaching of the gospel, wish to 
have it made a personal matter. A persenal 
matter, A PERSONAL MATTER.” 


And when the grave began to open on his 
vision, religious truth dawned even more vivid- 
ly than ever before: his mind. . He conversed 
earnestly on the subject with the members of 
his family, besought them to gain and reduce 
to practice the great truths of Christianity, and 
discoursed eloquently on its principles and pro-

But he is gone, the greatest of the sons of 
America in intellect. No! his last words were, 
“I still live.’ Webstcr does npt die when he dies. 


His character remains, his mark remains, his 
works remain. Webster lives. He has passed 
into our American institutions, culture, and lite- 
rature as 2 Vilal presence. 


The mind of Webster was characterized for 
massiveness, vastness, and strength, and when 
aroused, for vigor and force. But it required 
an occasion to arouse him. He never fought 
in guerrilla warfare. He lay in his camp, his 
eye resting on the enemy, till he could come 
down on him all at once and annihilate him. 
He never flashed around a foe like a scout, but 
always moved, if at all, as with the tread of an 
irresistible phalanx. In Congress his mouth 
was usually closed at the opening of the dis- 
cussion of important questions; he waited till 
he rest had spent their fire, and then he 
swept the ground with his broadsides, his ,uns 
then just becoming limbered up for action. 
Hence Webster has not often appeared as the 
originator of measures. He is the father of 
little, but speeches. He once said, facetiously 
of course, that he never originated but one bill, 
and that was for the protection of grouse! He 
was never a man of projects, but to tell what pro- 
jects should go, and what should not. Accord- 
ingly, while we have had many statesmen who 
have done inore, that is, originaled more, and have 
wrought their greatness into measures which 
are transicnt and ephemeral, he has wrought 
his into language which never dies. Look for 
Clay’s greatness—where is it? In compromises 
and measures, which the next century will have 
covered up, and will not care for; but Webster 
has been fortunate enough, like Burke, to at- 
tach his to the English tongue, and it will 
live. 


The Presidential chair seemed of right, Web- 
ster’s. If superiority and not birth is in Ameri- 
ca the rule of priority, what American must 
not have vacated the chair for him? But he 
failed; why? Webster had not /ittleness enough 
with his greatness to be a successful politician. 
IIe plied none of the little demagoguish arts so 
as to rule the men that rule the conventions 
that make the Presidents. He knew his wor- 
thiness ; his claims; but he could not practice 
the arts necessary to success. He felt, I judge, 
that the Dresidency should be given to him, 
and not begged; or as Lord Chatham (I think 
it was) did who said, “Gentletmen-the peerage 
sought me, not I the peerage.” Besides, his pros- 
pects at the present election were blighted in 
part at least, because he had,-in reference to 
the compromise of 1850, gone against the con- 
science of the North. Northern men could not 
rally under him. 


The funcral was attended on Friday last at 
his residence in Marshfield ; and it is estimated 
that from eight to ten thousand persons were 
present. The services were conducted, accord- 
ing to Mr. Webster’s request, by the minister 
of that parish, Rev. Mr. Alden, (Orthodox,) and 
consisted in reading select portions of Scrip- 
ture, an address, prayer at the house, and an- 
other at the grave. I clip from the Register an 
account of the arrangements with reference to 
the body. 


“The body was placed on the lawn in front 
of the mansion, under a favorite silver leafed 
poplar, to allow the multitudes convenient ac- 
cess to sec the remains of the great statesman, 
and the burial case was so arranged as to ad- 
mit of a full length view of the corpse. The 
body was arrayed in Mr. Webster’s favorite 
dress while in life, such as he has often been 
seen in while addressing the Senate on a bright 
summer morning. A dark blue broadcloth 
coat with plain gilt buttons, vest and pants of 
spotless white, were substituted for the shroud. 
A white neckcloth encircled the throat, over 
which was turned the shirt collar. The feet 
were encased in silken hose, and gaiter boots 
of patent leather. The hair was parted and 
disposed as in life ; and his white-gloved hands 
were crossed upon his breast. The lips were 
slightly parted, just as when about to speak.”
